These Mennonite families can often still be seen 
travelling in the Waterloo region in their black, horse-drawn open carriages, wearing the plain 
black clothing which reflects their modesty and simplicity of living. 

Probably the most famous of the locally known Mennonites are the Schneiders. ‘J. M. 
Schneider’ is known across Canada as a fine quality meat company. Joseph Schneider and his 
wife Barbara, orginally settled in Berlin, Ontario, now known as Kitchener, back-to-back with 
Waterloo, in 1806. 

Mennonites are also known as Pennsylvania Germans, who originally travelled to the 
Kitchener/Waterloo area by conestoga wagon.

At this convention, the Southem 
Ontario Chapter (S.0.C.) of CAWMC had a table, on the bourse floor, at which 
application forms were distributed and woods were given away freely, especially to young 
collectors. 

The S.O.C. also held a bref meeting at this convention. Some eighteen people 
attended the meeting, a number of whom were new faces. A brief business meeting was 
conducted during which chairman Norm Belsten unveiled his new update supplement to 
our Canadian catalogue.This listing brings up to date all of the woods issued from the end 
of the previous supplement (May 31st, 1997) to Dec. 31st, 1998. The supplement lists all 
new woods by province and can be easily added to your catalogue. The new listing is 
available from Norm for $5.00. Norm also showed a sample of the new picture catalogue 
for Ontario, on which he is working. The completion of this project is still some time in the 
future. 

A donation auction was_ held which netted $32.00 for our S.O.C. bank account. 
Considerable swapping and trading took place amongst several of our members. It was a 
great place to be for adding new woods to one’s collection.
